Smith, was hustled off to the Hunt- 
ngton jail. 
Later the sheriff of 


Whitley county took him into cus- 
tody and removed him. to Columbia 
iity. 
The sensational affair is said to be 


the outcome of a long intimacy be- 
tween Smith aud Mrs. Lassater, and 
the shooting- occurred along the line 
of the Port Wayne and Southwestern 
electrical line, a few miles.east of 
Huntington .shortly after 8 o'clock 
Friday evening. The scene is in the 
extreme southeastern 
comer of 


Whitley county. When the first re- 
>ort of the -rumor reached the city 
t was presumed to be in Allen eoun- 
.y, and.Sheriff Stout sent Deputy 
Sheriffs Ryan, Huguenard and Bert 
Smith to the scene. They were ac- 
companied -by Coroner <Barnett. 


Smith and Mrs. Lassater had spent 


the afternoon together -at Hunting- 
ton, leaving that .city on an electi'ic 
car at 5 o'clock. Smith left the car 
at Bedding's station, the woman rid- 
ing1 to her home about a quarter of a 
mile east of that point. Getting sup- 
per at the home of Alfred Bedding, 
Smith took a circuitous route, reach- 
ing the Lassater premises through 
an, orchard at the rear of the house. 
[Neighbors who have been watching 
the actions of the pair promptly no- 
tified the husband. 


Lassater told his wife he was go- 


ing to the home of a neighbor, but 
instead secreted himself in the or- 
chard. 
Within a few minutes the 


woman emerged from the house and 
met Smith at the corner of a wood- 
shed". 


A DESPERATE STRUGGLE. 
Lassater sprang 
upon his wife's 


admirer and a desperate encounter 
ensued. 
Twice Smith managed to 


break his hold and started to run, 
but each time Lassater overhauled 
him, and in the last encounter Smith 
filed two 
shots at 
Lassater, one 


striking at the left of the stomach 
and the other entering the fleshy por- 
tion of the left leg- 'below the groin. 


Before Smith could escape a crowd 


of Lassater's neighbors suddenly ap- 
peared, and one of them dealt Smith 
a blow behind the ear.which felled 
him to the ground. 
Within a few 


moments a big crowd of farmers had 
gathered. With the reins from a set 
of "harness Smith was bound hand 
and foot, a rope was placed about his 
neck and the crowd started with him 
towards a large tree near by. Smith 
begged pitifully to be spared, and 
it is claimed offered two of the men 
$1,000 each to release him. Harvey 
Redding and James Walker each ad- 
dressed the crowd, deprecating mob 
violence and asking that the law be 
allowed to take its course. 
The 


speeches had the desired effect, and 
Smith was hustled away to jail. 


The whole county west of Boanoke 


is frightfully wrought up over the 
affair. 
Lassater is a hard-working 


farmer who has the respect of liis 
neighbors. 
He moved from Hunt- 


ington county about a year ago. He 
has four children, and though long 
aware of the relations of his wife 
and Smith, is said to have 'born it 
patiently for the sake of his child- 
ren, and .endeavored to reclaim his 
wife. Lassater's wounds are serious, 
though not necessarily fatal. As he 
lay bleeding from his wounds he said 
to the men who were gathered about 
Smith: 
"If it wasn't for the law 


handling you fellows, I would like 
to see you kill that man."

Three Officers and Four Faroes 


Slain in a Fight in Suburb 


of Atlanta, Ca. 


IRE DEFYING ARREST 


Atlanta, Ga., May 17.—Four white 


men and three negroes dead, five 
white men and one negro wounded 
and an entire block 
of buildings 


burned is the 
result of a conflict 


which began here early today be- 
tween the police and the blacks. 


Will Richardson, who is believed 


to have been half Indian and half 
negro, the owner of a store on Mc- 
Daniel street, in the suburb of Pitts- 
burg, and four other negroes brought 


the trouble by resisting arrest 


and defying- the officers of Fulton 
county and Atlanta.

;o death yesterday afternoon. 


FLED TO A HOUSE. 


The negroes .resisted, arrest by en- 


trenching themselves in a house aud 
tho fight resulted.' The vicinity is 
:hickly settled with small negro 
cabins. There are out buildings and 
barns and shrubbery over the entire 
neighborhood, which provides such 
shelter that it was possible to escape 
'rom house to house and dodge be- 
;ween fences without <being detected. 
As soon as information of the fight 
between the negroes and the police 
reached the city .wagon loads of po- 
icemen, heavily armed, were hurried 
to the scene of action and Governor 
Candler ordered out a detachment of 
;he state militia. 


The shooting was followed by 
a 


speech from Sheriff Nelms, of Fulton 
county, advising- 
calmness on the 


part of the crowd, and the t efforts of 
,he officers thereafter were directed 
towards controlling the temper of the 
white men who were walking the 
streets of the suburb with drawn 
weapons. 


GANG HELD HIM UP. 


While returning to his home on the 


McPherson road, 
yesterday after- 


noon, Pormer Policeman S. A. Ker- 
in, was waylaid by five negroes with 
vhom he had had trouble while a 
member of the force. 
But for the 


:imely arrival of-a trolley car, which 
Tightened his assailants away, Ker- 
in would have been killed. A ser- 
geant stationed at 'Fort McPherson, 
who heard his cries for help, ran to 
the place and found Kerlin. uncon- 
scious. 


At midnight 
County Policeman 


Golden heard that Kerlin's five as- 
sailants were located in a house on 
HcDaniel street and he hastened to 
the city and secured a warrant for 
their arrest from Justice Orr. 


Policeman Golden was joined by 


Officers Dunbar 
and Cheshire and, 


iccompanied -by a number of Berlin's 
neighbors, including Owen Heard; 
the party started for the hiding place 
of the five negroes, arriving at 1:30 
o'-clock this morning. 


SHOT FROM THE HOUSE. 


The house was dark, but as the of- 


ficers approached the inmates opened 
fire and Owen Heard 
fell 
to the 


ground. He was borne out of range 
ay his companions. The house was 
at once surrounded by the posse and 
daylight was awaited before mak- 
ing another advance, 
tlie officer^ 


however, having determined to make 
the arrests unaided. The house in 
which the negro Richardson was lo- 
cated, belonged to Annie Wilbum, 
also colored. Richardson owned the 
store adjoining tne house. Here ho 
kept ammunition and guns and was 
therefore well prepared for a fight. 


At 6 o'clock this morning the 


group of officers who bad been watch- 
ing the house all night, approached 
the place and called upon those with- 
in to surrender. 


OFFICERS SHOT DEAD. 


The answer was a volley of snots, 


and County Officer 
Battle dropped 


dead. - The attacking party retreated 
some distance and from behind trees 
and telegraph and trolley poles com- 
menced firing into the store. -In a 
few minutes the door of the bouse 
was thrown open aiid "Will King, a 
legro, ran out and gave himself up 
:o the officers. 
Inside the 
bouse 


Richardson 
had an 
unobstructed 


view in three directions. One block 
iway Policeman Tom Grant stepped 
from his shelter to fire into the 
house. A volley from the besieged 
house killed him before he could fire. 


The attacking, party sent word to 


police headquarters and Chief of Po- 
lice Ball dispatched the reserves to 
the scene in several patrol wagons. 


The officers to whom King had giv- 


en himself up determined to make 
use of the negro and at the point of a 
rifle they forced him to walk up to the 
rear of the house and fire it. As soon 
as the flames started the officers, 
eager to get the iiimates of the house, 
stepped out of their shelter in every 
direction. 
Again there was a shot 


from the house and this time Officer 
Edward Crabtree met death. 


.ONE MORE -VICTIM. 


An instant later there was another 


shot and County Policeman 'Robert 
Osbome fell dead. 


The shooting bad by this time at- 


tracted hundreds of people and near- 
ly every man who came to the scene 
carried a rifle. The shooting iuto the 
house 'became general, citizens and 
officers firing •together. 


Governor Chandler was advised by 


telephone of the rioting and ordered 
out the militia. Captaiu W. W. Bar- 
ker, of the Fifth regiment, was or- 
dered to proceed with fifty men. and 
a platoon gun to the 
scene of the

RUSH FROM.BURNING HOUSE. 
The desperado, Richardson, had 


been lost sight of. The -house burned 
rapidly and 
a number" of inmates 


were seen to run to the store, to a 
woodshed and to a barn in the next 
lot. 
Orders were quickly given to 


fire these buildings and in a few 
minutes several 
of the buildings 


were burning.

J How the Eingling' Brothers' J 


Circus Ambition Was First • 
Aroused. 
5 


More than a score of years ago this 


summer seven brown-eyed, sun-tan- 
ned and untamed little boys stood on 
the banks of the Mississippi and 
watched a circus boat make a land- 
ing-. The lads were brothers and the 
town" where they lived was way up 
the river, nestled, 
between over- 


hanging; cliffs. 


It was not an uncommon sight in 


those days—the landing of a circus 
boat, but the boys were as eager- 
eyetl and feverish 
as though the 


spectacle had been new and strange 
to them. With hands deep in their 
trousers' pockets, mouths wide open 
and straw hats on the backs of their 
heads, they gazed in awed and sol- 
emn silence while the circus people 
and properties were being transfer- 
red on shore. 


And that night they sat out on" the 


porch of their little licme, in 
tlie, 


moonlight, and made a resolve that 
they would have a -circus of then 
own. 
Money was n scarce article. 


but the lads were born traders and 
they had no doubt of their ability 
to swap themselves into the owner- 
ship of a circus. 
- 


In a d'.iy or two the boys were 


secretly 
engaged in preparing for 


the enterprise. 
One of them picked 


up several tunes on different musical' 
instruments, two or three acquired 
a series of dexterous 
somersaults, 


and the others practiced standing- on 
their hands and skinning a cat back- 
wards until they were half dead with 
pains and aches. 


When their ring performance had 


been all arranged they set about pre- 
paring a parade and tent. 
They 


counted up their play 
things and 


found they owned fin old skiff, one 
oroide watch, some marbles and sev- 
eral dilapidated Christmas presents. 
These were delivered to another boy 
in exchange for a billy goat aud an 
express wagon. 
The wagon was to 


be occupied by the band. With, "bits 
of old carpet,ca9t-oS dresses and use- 
less quilts they 
fashioned 
a tent. 


They made paper banners and'point- 
ed .them with lamp-black, .borrowed 
from the village dry goods store. 
And then they sent word throughout 
the town that on a certain, day the 
great circus 'would be given. 


This was the first show' of the 


Singling brothers—Albert, Gus, Ot- 
to, Alf.,' Charles, John and Henry. 
On the afternoon of the parade they 
had plenty1'of Help'. All'the -othei 
"boys'lii town carried '"' tlie1 -banners, 
while in front the: billy! goat, the 
express wagon, 
the band and the 


performers attracted the attention of 
the town. 
Men came out of their 


stores, gazed at the queer procession 
and laughed." 
Women "smiled en- 


couragingly and the children shout- 
ed. 
Because they had 
no other 


amusement, nearly everyone patron- 
ized the circus that night -and paid 
a penny each for admission. It was 
a great success -and the boys made 
enbiigh. to -buy 'a real tent. 


It was the'ir"infcentitin to go right 


on the road, but Papa Ringliiig in- 
tervened. Ha had smiled at their en- 
thusiasm and was downright glad 
when the queer little show proved a 
success, but he didn't approve of the 
circus busi'iess and vigorously sent 
them back to school. 


The boys were obedient, but they 


kept on working- at home, learning 
to play all sorts of musical instru- 
ments and patiently waiting their 
father's consent 
to 
go. Finally, 


when the 
oldest 
was 23 and the 


youngest 12 years old, Papa Ring- 
ling, proud of their musical attain- 
ments; relented far enough to allow 
them to make a small concert toui 
through several of the neighboring 
towns. He still disapproved of the 
circus, but thought there might bt 
no particular harm in a concert. Sc 
they arranged a route that would 
keep them on the road two months, 
the father saying if they stayed out 
that long they would have accumu- 
lated enough grief to quit the busi- 
ness and forget their ambition. 


In 1883 the 
Ringling- 
Brothers 


bought their first circus, with the 
money saved from the concert tours. 
It was a very small affair, of course, 
but it was alive witli energy and de- 
termination. 
At first they 
were 


puzzled about a name. 
It would 


never do to attach 
the family pa- 


tronymic to ithe business, because of 
Papa Ringling's 
objections, 
and 


they were in despair when Yankee 
Robinson happened along. 
Robin- 


son was a great showman in his day, 
but be had lost his money and his 
prestige, -x'he Ringlings picked him 
up and attached him aud his name 
to their new enterprise. 
Thereafter 


it was ''Yankee Robinson's Show," 


The property consisted of a tent, 


with its belongings; 
half a dozen 


performers and three ring-horses, all 
conveyed across the country by w.Tg- 
on. 


Today they require railroad cars 


to transport their properties and peo- 
ple. 
They have over 1,000 persons 


on their salary list, their expenses 
are .^7,<I50 R tiny, and 'they are capi- 
talized at $3,700,000.

Texas Cyclone Nearly Wipes Out 


Historic Goliad, Damaging 


Many Other Towns.

Dallas. Texas, May 19.—The death j ever witnessed in the county. On the 


dealing storm which swept over the ! level prairie in the township ot York, 
state of Texas yesterday afternoon | it was reported that many farmers 
snuffed out the lives of nt least nine- 
ty persons, injuring- over one hun- 
dred and left the historic little town 
of Goliad a gaping wreck. 


Within five minutes the terrible 


wreck of the tornado was done and 
those who fortunately escaped, ran to 
the work of rescue. 


The survivors at Goliad are too 


dazed to estimate the property loss, 
but a strip of town two blocks wide 
and one mile long was swept clean. 
The damage is very heavy. 


The injured are being- cared for by. 


physicians and nurses who arrived 
on special trains late last night. • 


Up to 10 o'clock today no names.of 


the dead or injured had been received 
here in. addition to those already re- 
ported. 
The storm destroyed much 


property in other portions of the 
state, but so fur as known no lives 
were lost. 
Shortly after noon the 


storm-'struck San Antonio and de- 
molished property to the extent -of 
possibly 375,000 and injured several 
persons/ none seriously. 


Austin also suffered considerable 


property loss.

At llineola a wind storm followed 


by rain uprooted hundreds of shade 
trees and blew several houses from 
their foundations. A Mrs. Willing- 
liain was injured. 


Heavy rains fell throughout the 


western portion of the state and will 
help crops materially. The Pan Han- 
dle 'country especially was drenched.

Feeding: Tlouls Too i/IIicrulljr to Dairy 


COIVH'IH tlie:'Cause of the

There are dairymen that feed tur- 


nips, cabbage and rape to their cows 
without loss in the quality;of their 
milk and butter. On the'other hand, 
there arc dairymen and farmers that 
will not feed" these, as they say their 
experience has shown that it alwas's 
means products strong with the taste 
of these roots and leaves. Even nmpng 
our advanced thinkers and instruct- 
ors we iiiui much cliu'erciice of opin- 
ion. 
Yet it seems to the writer tthat 


there should really be little doubt 
about the f;tcts at this late day, when 
there have been so many tests, pub' 
lie and private, to determine where 
the truth lies. Turnips,'as'well'as the 
other tilings named, may be fed in 
moderate quantities to the cow .either 
before or after milking, without bad 
result. When we say a small quantity 
we mean in the neighborhood of a 
peck of turnips per animal. When 
this amount is increased to two pecks 
per day the danger line is'being ap- 
proached, and at three pecks the odor 
will begin to appear in the butter. 
When the cows are given all the tnr- 
nij)H 1hcy want the smell of the tur- 
nips in the butter and in the niilk 
will be so decided that their 
sale- 


would be greatly injured. Cows can 
be kept in the same stable with those- 
fed turnips and their milk will not 
show the turnipy flavor if it is taken 
from the stable -as soon as drawn. 
Of course, if it were left in the stable 
exposed for some time to. odors-.-it 
would take in those odors whether 
they were of turnips. or, of spme- 
thing- else. ]t seems, to 'follow "that 
if turnips arc fed they must be fed in 
comparatively small quantities/ or 
the odors must be taken from the 
milk afterward. If cows are fed all 
the turnips they cnn'eat nnd'if-their 
milk is rank with the flavor of tur- 
nips that, flavor can be remove,d by 
pasteurizing the milk and adding a 
starler to it.—Farmers' Review.

Cubans, not to humble Spain.

the outset it was declared by this | 
government that Cuba was and of 
right ought to be free and independ- 
ent and that this government had no . 
purpose to achieve a forcible annexa-1 
tion of Cuba to t'he territory of the; 
United States. 
Those pledges have! 


been 
sacredly kept. 
The United', 


States has occupied the island for j 
nearly four years, .preserving order, 
administering government, rehabili- 
tating agriculture and industry and 
aiding the Cubans to prepare to ac- 
cept from this nation the responsi- 
bilities of independent government. 
Today 
the island 
is turned over 


peaceful, prosperous and contented to 
the first Cuban government. It is n 
record of which every American now 
and hereafter may 'be proud1 to think 
upon as the record of his great and 
generous nation. 
; 


Cuba as a republic starts upon her 


national career under most favorable 
auspices. Prosperity 
has been re* 


stored to the island, there is no pros- 
pect save of peace and abundance, 
and she lias the sympathy, aid and 
protection of the greatest and 'most 
powerful government on the earth. 
Cuba's future 
henceforth depends 


on the Cubans themselves. 
Pursuit 


of industry and peace will in good 
time make her one of the wealthiest 
of the lesser republics. 
Nature is 


lavish there and if the Cubans do not 
prosper it will be because they de- 
serve not to. 


At all events, the United States 


has nobly fulfilled 
its obligations 


and Cuba is a free, independent and 
well established nation. 
The cause 


for which her 
martyrs 
died 
is 


triumphant, the goal toward which 
her warriors pressed is won.

William Austin, the murderer and 


suicide, aged -twenty-five. 


The crime was first discovered by 


John Keller, who visited the Wilkin- 
son house this morning. He found 
six corpses, scarcely cold, and but 
one living witness to the tragedy, a 
helpless infant. 


Austin had been madly infatuated 


with the McCullough girl, who lived 
with the Wilkinson family, and it is 
claimed that he killed 
the entire 


family because his advances were re- 
jected and his desire to wed the girl 
was opposed. He went to the Wil- 
kinson home 'Friday night and pro- 
posed marriage to A/bitha 
McCul- 


lough. 


HAD BEEN REJECTED. 


He was rejected, am! vowing he 


would marry her, hurried 'to 'this city 
and on Saturday procured a. marriage 
license. He went to church, on Sun- 
day night and told everybody he <met 
that lie was to be married that night.

-But it is 
better able to conceal its tracks in a 
wilderness of rock than iu a country 
own.

wife. I have a boy in the great, 
wicked city of Chicago. I fear he is 
not doing right.

The far. coun- 


ty of sin is sometimes found among 
he evils of political life, in the leg-

SERVED IN THE NAVY. 


John Charles Kensill was nearly 


sixty-eight years of age. 
He was 


bom at Philadelphia, Pa., August 11 
1834. and his early life was spent 
in that city. He learned the trade 
of boilennakcr in the Baldwin loco- 
motive works in that city. Mr. Ken- 
sill's love of travel and a desire to 
sse the world were in a measure re- 
sponsible for his determination to go 
to sea and on May 1, 1857, he en- 
tered the United States navy, enlist- 
ing as a landsman at Philadelphia 
on" the old United 
States 
steam 


frigate 
Minnesota, commanded -by 


Captain 
(afterwards Admiral) Du- 


pont. The Minnesota was ordered to 
convey Minister Reed to China to 
negotiate treaties. r.nd the journey 
was made by way of the Cape of Good 
Hope, Cape Town and Java. While 
in Chinese waters Mr. Kensill saw trie 
fighting and the

Taku forts by the French and Eng- 
lish, an almost exact counterpart of 
which was again enacted two years 
ag-o during the "boxer" uprising in 
China. Mr. Kensill's naval experi-

Mr. Kensill came with his family 


to Font Wayne thirty-three years ago 
and on March 22, 1869, took a posi- 
tion as boilermaker in the Pennsyl- 
vania shops.

January 31, 1901, with the single 
exception of a three, months' retire- 
ment to attend to some 'business mat- 
ters, Mr. Kensill remained continu- 
ously in 'the employment of the Penn- 
sylvania company.

Havana, May 20.—Tlie natal 'day 


of the republic of Cuba found Ha- 
vana arrayed like a queen to await 
the coming of her lord. 


She seemed reinvested1 for the oc- 


casion -with the dignity of the pros- 
perous days of her power and wealth. 


The decorations -were universal. In 


eome cases men had -worked all night 
by the light of torches to complete 
elaborate designs. There was not a 
residence, pretentious or humble, that 
did not bear upon its quaint facade 
some emblem in honor of the event. 
The 'many arches erected at the en- 
trances of plazas toy political ~socie- 
ties, fraternal clubs, 
residents of 


various civil divisions of the city 
and business organizations had an 
air of real grandeur. The scaffold- 
ing was covered' with canvas painted 
in imitation, of marble and from a 
distance the illusion was complete. 
Bunting spread on Venetian masts 
canopied the deep, 
narrow streets 


from the rays of the sun. 
Beneath 


these canopies th« CuTaan colors and 
palms graced 
the open doorways, 


through which glimpses . could be 
caught of luxuriant gardens in cool 
inner courts. Many of the "balconies 
jutting from 'the white-walled build- 
ings were adorned with roses. Na- 
ture seemed in harmony with the 
spirit of the festivities. The parks 
were literally aflame with tropical 
flowers and the vaulted sky above 
might have 'been 
chiselled out of 


turquoise. 
Above every red-tiled 


roof rose a Cuban flag. The whole city 
srcemed suddenly buried beneath a 
forest of waving banners. 


The actual 'transfer of the control 


of -Eh3 island was scheduled to occur 
exactly at n.oon, Havana time, which 
is 12:30 p. m. "Washington time, but 
those invited to witness the ceremony 
were requested to be at the palace at 
11:30 a. m. They included, 'besides 
the American officers and the mem- 
bers of President-elect Palma's cab- 
inet, the members of1 congress, tho 
supreme court judges, the .governors 
of the provinces, the officers of the 
visiting warships, the foreign con- 
suls, William Jennings Bryan, the 
other visiting American statesmen, 
several of Senor Palma's Central Val- 
ley (N. Y.) neighbors, Horatio Ru- 
bens, counsel for the former Cuban 
junta; Col. "William Astor Chanler 
and a few other specially invited 
guests. 


FEW SAW CEREMONY.

Owing to the limited 
space, the 


people were to have no sight of the 
ceremony to be enacted here, which 
was to constitute them a nation be- 
fore the world, but outside they were 
to witness a spectacle which would 
stir their pulses, for they were to see 
the beloved five-barred and single- 
starred flag which Cespedes first 
threw to the breeze in 1868, at the 
opening of the ten-years' war, raised 
by the act of the United States above 


your constitutional convention aa on tliat 
day promulgated; and h(f will thereupon 
declare the occupation of Cuba ty the Uni- 
ted States to lie at an end.

discovered 
that a 


crop of beg'jjar weed turned under 
will, when decomposed, retain near 
the 
surface 
in ready reach of the 


roots of succeeding crops not only 
ail the nitrogen that it took out of 
the atmosphere, but also whatever 
fertilizers were subsequently applied. 
A third reported that 
all his field 


produced more luxurious crops after 
having been given over one season to 
a rank growth of this weed. To find 
out how much chemical value this 
weed really takes from the air and 
the subsoil, the government planted 
a sandy field (bare 
of any of the 


qualities on which ordinary cereals 
and vegetables can thrive) with "beg- 
gar weed, and when the crop was at 
its height harvested it, root nnd all. 
The crop was then reduced to ashes 
and the result analyzed. 
It 
was 


found that every ton of beggar weed 
nshes contained 508 pounds of lime, 
230 pounds of phosphoric acid anc 
482 pounds of potash. 
Twenty 


twenty-five tons of beggar weed hay 
wera required to make one ton '0! 
ashes, but every acre yielded

DEATH OF ALPONSO XIII WAS 


SOUGHT BY ANARCHISTS. 


Madrid, May 19.—The police here 


are extremely reticent regarding tlie 
discovery of tlie fmarchis-t plot. Sev- 
ern! of 
the 
papers now question 


-whether the arrested men really en- 
tertained the intentions attributed 
to tliem. 


It is said tliat the authorities, on 


getting an inkling of the purchase 
of dynamite, ordered inquiries mnde 
concerning eacli purchaser, nud the 
existence of the conspiracy is thus 
thought to have 
been 
confirmed. 


Nevertheless the Liberal today de- 
clares that, as a result of the prelim- 
inary investigation, probably only 
Gabriel Lopez, au employe of an in- 
surance office, and Francisco Suarez, 
the well known anarchist, will be 
"brought to trial, although the others 
are still detained. Lopez's wife, 
wheii questioned by the police, ad- 
mitted that her 
husband nad fre- 


quent mysterious visitors recently. 
Lopez nas fairly g-ood antecedents. 
Prior to the present trouble he pro- 
fessed to be a federal republican. Lo- 
pez and Suarez were again confront- 
ed today with a result similar to that 
of yesterday, -when Lopes declared 
that Suaxez gave nim the dynamite 
cartridges found in his possession 
and told him to throw them as the 
royal coach, passed through, the Car- 
xera San. Geronimo. The case is in 
the hands of a prudent magistrate, 
who, it is believed, can be depended 
•upon not to give exaggerated im- 
portance to the affair. 


The act of a supposed 
madman 


revealed the plot, the police acted 
quickly, making many arrests and 
seizing dynamite bombs 
with tlie 


conspirators, and the climax of the 
coronation 
fetes 
passed 
without 


•bloodshed. 


. LOPEZ CONFESSES PLOT. 
There is no doubt of the formation 


of the plot for the 
murder of the 


king. 
Gabriel 
Lopez, 
one of the 


many prisoners dragged to dungeons 
by detectives of the royn.1 household, 
has confessed to his knowledge of 
the premeditated 
crane. 
He was 


caught with a dynamite bomb in his 
possession as he stood in ths crowd 
,by which the royal procession was 
about to pass. His house was search- 
ed and in it were found ssveral more 
packages of dynamite cartridges. 
Thes^ were given, to him, he con- 
fessed, by another anarchist, whose 
name has been furnished to the po- 
lice and he was ordered to throw one 
bomb after another at the king'until 
one should strike right and explode. 


In addition to Lopez a dozen per- 


sons are known to have 
been in- 


volved in the plot to assassinate the 
king. Six of these are medical s'tu- 


' dents, another is a mason, another 


a carpenter, another a printer, an- 
other an iron worker, while still an- 
other is an electrical worker. 
The 


identity of this dozen is kept secret 
.beyond these facts, but they are all 
confined 
in prison, 
together with 


many other .persons whose complicity 
in the plot is suspected. 


HOW THE PLOT WAS FOILED. 
But for the discovery of the plot 


the king would have been slain Sat- 
urday as he rode from the Plaze de 
Armas, in front of the palace, to the 
chamber of deputies, where he took 
the oath. 
The anarchists, bearing 


their death-dealing missiles, were so 
stationed that should one fail the 
next would almost surely carry out 
the plot. But early in the morning, 
almost, in fact, before tlie king had 
left the Plaza de Armas, a man, at 
first suppossd to be crazy, sprang 
toward the royal carriage, waving 
his hat and shouting that he wished 
to marry the Infanta Maria Teresa, 
the king's sister, and must secure 


-the 
consent of the ruler of the nation 


to the union. He was seized at once. 


Official 
announcement that 
the 


prisoner was 
unarmed 
was made 


with 
a pin-pose. 
Tho authorities 


knew the state of public feeling and 
feared that a spark might kindle 
a conflagration. 
They 
had 
been 


warned that the moment the corona- 
tion fetes were 
over w/^pread 


hatred toward the monarchy /wo,uld 
find vent. Lest knowledge oPan at- 
tempt to assassinate Alfonso might 
transform the cheering crowd into a 
jeering, howling mob that would re- 
quire the bayonet and rifle ball to 
quell, the authorities 
falsely 
an- 


nounced that the prisoner was un- 
armed—and, indeed, so 'ie was ex- 
cept for the dynamite bomb. 


King Alfonso knew the truth, but 


he was not unnerved by the knowl- 
edge. A few words were spoken to 
the detectives by the prisoner, there 
wns.a rapid rush 
of horsemen to- 


ward the'chamber of deputies, 
the 


police seized this man and that in 
the crowd, and then the royal car- 
riage and the pvocessian moved for- 


ward again as if nothing; untoward 
had happened. 
In the chamber the 


king whispered to the president of 
that body. No one heard the remark. 
It was noticed, however, that the 
president 
turned pale. 
It is now 


announced that the king was sim- 
ply mentioning; his narrow escape. 
The 
assembled 
thousands 
roared 


their acclaim of their new monarch 
and the next moment he had sworn 
to rule the kingdom justly. 


PUT PRISONERS TO THE BACK. 


King Alfonso's minisrers and their 
ids have labored assiduously to cap- 
ture the last of tlie 
conspirators. 


Some of the prisoners, it is said, have 
been subjected to tortures 
almost 


equal to the days of the inquisition 
to force them to divulge their secrets. 
Though much has been discovered, 
more, it is feared, is concealed.

are a large aiuinbsr of 


other capitalists, including Mr. Mur- 
dock. 
The company owns lines at 


Kfiiisas City, Cincinnati and Indian- 
apolis and but recently acquired the 
lines at Richmond, Lafayette and 
Logansport.

Union traction lines,

ization. 


In the east the syndicate is heavily

"Whereas, Such 
conduct brings 


fresh to our memory like criticisms 
made by the copperheads of I860 to 
1866; and,

"Whereas^ The veterans of •the war 


for. ftflie union abhor and despise nil 
citizens of -the United States who re- 
fuse ^to support our government dur- 
ing war sind cannot see wherein the 
copperheads of4808 to 1902 are less 
venomous than 
their • ancestors; 


therefore, be it 


J "Resolved, That the survivors of 
the war for the union (heartily ap- 
prove the conduct of the United 
States in the war with Spain and the 
insurrection in the Philippine is- 


1 lands, and that we hold in scorn and 
contempt all citizens of the United 
States who see fit to brand our sol- 
diers and their conduct as cruel and 
inhuman." 


•Such, was the resolution adopted 


yesterday by the Indiana depart- 
ment, Grand Army of the Republic, 
after the moat intense fesling and 
•tine stormiest scene witnessed in an 
encampment since the famous monu- 
ment quarrel at Evansville 
during 


the encampment of 1893. 


VIGOROUS DEBATE HEARD. 
Delegates took sides on the ques- 


tion vigorously. The division 
"was 


not on party lines, as some of the 
best known republican veterans in 
the state like Smiley N. Chambers, 
of -this city, and ex-Congressman 
Jaihnscn, of Rockville, led the fight 
against 'the resolution, A few 'dem- 
ocrats, including Capt. D. F. Allen,

DESTRUCTION 19 APPALLING. 


Castries, 'Island of St. Lucia, Tues 


day, iECay 13.—Tbe correspondent o 
the Associate'd Press here 'has visited 
St. Pierre, 'Martinique, by the reliev 
ing steamer Kenneth. The destruc 
tion iihere is appalling1. The street 
ara two feet "deep in ashes and cin 
ders, which cover thousands of dead 
bodies, scorched black and shiny as 
if they lad been, pluriged into boil 
ing pitch. Many of the dead were 
never touched 'by the volcanic fire 
arid some of the focuses and wood- 
work destroyed show no signs of 
burning. 


At Moudlage, in the southwestern 


portion of St. Pierre, the town hal 
is still standing as'high, as the first 
story, while at the fort, in the north- 
western part of St. Pierre, the most 
massive stonework is calcined. 


The church tower, 'built by the

Recent Ex per line lit a Shoivinc the

True Nature and Effect ol Al- 


cohol on the System. 


1 P. Cololian recently published the re- 
sults of a number of experiments for 
determining the poisonous effect of the 
.variousalcohols. Theresultsslzowthat 
all alcohols are powerful poisons, and 
that their posonous effect increases 
regularly with increase of density aad 
increase of volatilltj'. 


Tn these experiments the alcohol was 


added to the water containing the fish 
which was the subject of the experi- 
ment. The mortal dose of thylie alco- 
hol was found to be ten, to 
fifteen 


parts of alcohol to one thousand parts 
of water. One-half part of amylie al- 
cohol to one thousand parts of water 
.was found to be suilicient to produce 
death. 


In the face of such facts as these it 


eeems Idle to discuss further the ques- 
tion of the food value of alcohol.' If 
etliylic alcohol is a food, thenmethylic 
alcohol, wood spirit, and fusel oil are 
also foods. All the alcohols belong to 
tlic same family of chemical sub- 
stances, and are possessed of practical- 
ly identical properties, only differing 
in the intensity with which their char- 
acteristic effects are manifested. 


Cololian also points out the interest- 


ing fact that while other poisons, such 
as nicotine and atropine, are wholly in- 
nocuous to certain classes of animals, 
as rabbits and g-oatc. for example, al- 
cohol is a universal poison. 
It kills 


every living thing. Darwin, in his ex- 
periments lipon insectivorous plants, 
shows that alcohol is also highly pois- 
onous to the drosera and other plants, 
the vapor of alcohol alone being- suffi- 
cient to paralyze the activities of vege- 
table life, and even to destroy it when 
the plant is exposed to its action for 
several hours. 


Kleefeld, by the adoption of a new 


method of experimentation, has shown 
..that when introduced into the circula- 
, '"", alcohol produces an almost in- 


*ous retraction of the minute 


oranclies of the neurons, at least of a 
great number of them. He has also 
shown that alcohol produces various 
deformities of the neuron. When al- 
cohol is given in less than a fatal dose, 
these various effects disappear vrith 
the symptoms of intoxication. Klee- 
feld's experiments were made upon 
rabbits. Two openings were made in 
the head, one on each side. After the 
recovery of the animal from the shock 
of the operation, a small dose of \vell- 
dilusted alcohol was injected into the 
animal, and 25 minutes later the 
yound of the scalp was opened, and a 
portion of the brain tissue snipped off, 
and submitted to microscopic examina- 
tion. A couple of days later, after the 
recovery of the animal from the effects 
of the alcohol, another specimen was 
obtained in the same way from, the op- 
posite side of the brain. Examination 
showed the characteristic appearance 
of-tjie effect of alcohol in' the first 
specimen, and normal cells in the 
second. 


One of the most interesting facts 


brought out by Kleefeld is that this 
deformed appearance of the cerebral 
cells following the use of alcohol, is 
the immediate result of the presence 
of this poison in the blood, and is not 
the result of degeneration, as sup- 
posed by Berkley and others. It in, of 
course, evident from Berkley's obser- 
vations that in the habitual drunkard 
this deformed condition of the cere- 
bral cells is a fixed condition, involv- 
ing a large share of the cells of the 
external gray layer of the brain; but 
the same conditions exist temporarily 
in every, man who'is under the influ- 
ence of alcohol. The same is found to 
be true of ether, chloroform, opium, 
cocaine, and other narcotics. 
< 


Kleefeld's observations brought out 


another point of considerable inter- 
est; namely, that the cells of the bulb, 
or lowest part of the brain, are much 
more resistant than those of other 
portions of the spinal cord and of the 
cerebrum. This accounts for the fact 
that the respiration and the action of 
the heart are not materially inter- 
fered with, even when the higher 
functions of the brain are completely 
annihilated, as when a man is dead 
drunk. 


In summing up the results of his ob- 


servations, Kleefeld remarks: 
"The 


modifications which we have observed 
arc capable of explaining all the phe- 
nomena, of drunkenness—the disorder 
of ideas, the suppression of the rea- 
soning faculty, the incoordinated 
movements, the hallucinations, are all 
due, as we believe, to a partial retrac- 
tion of the neurons to pathological cir- 
cuits organized in the centers. This is 
the explanation which we have al- 
ready given of the phases of narcosis 
.under the influence of chloroform." 


Kleefeld has certainly furnished evi- 


dence so convincing that no one can 
longer doubt that alcohol is an anes- 
thetic agent, and its effects are always 
those of a depressant, resulting from a 
displacement of the neurons as well as 
other cells, of which abundant proof 
has been furnished; as, for example, 
in relation to .the influence of alcohol 
ppon blood cells. 


Jjgrtlie face of those facts, it should 


BO longer be maintained by any one 
;who is abreast with the modern 
progress of medical science that al- 
cohol is a tonic, a useful stimulant, or 
in any other way an aid to any nutri- 
tive or therapeutic process. Kleef eld's- 
experiments indeed leave us to doubl 
.very seriously whether any drug what- 
ever can serve as a useful stimulus let 
protoplasmic activity.—Good Health.

During the two decades aforesaid, 
the city haa more than doubled in pop- 
ulation, its assessment valuation has 
increased threefold, the deposits in its 
savingsbanks have increased fivefold, 
and the new"houses -tire now five 
for every one in existence twenty 
years ago. If some doubting Thomas 
suggests lhat all this might have hap- 
pened to Quincy, even if there had been 
a snlonn, here.is a finisher. \Yhilc the 
population was increasing 120 per 
cent., the amount expended for the 
poor department of the city dcerensed 
13 per cent. Any one who, after di- 
gesting these figures, will go by , a 
liquor saloon without crossing over to 
the other side of the street ought to be 
railroaded to a gold cure establish- 
ment without a moment's delay.—N. Y.

HE town of Jericho had dwelt 


In peace and security for forty

REPORT ON REVISION. 


The report 
of 
the Presbyterian 


general assembly's special commit- 
tee on revision of the confession of 
iaitli covers ».vo divisions, the work 
assigned to the committee having 
been so outlined _by the assembly. 
In the first place, the committee says 
it was to prepare "a brief statement 
of the reformed faith" to be submit- 
ted to tills assembly "for such, dis- 
position as may 
be judged to be 


wise," 
The other part of the work 


was the preparation and submission 
to this assembly of certain revisions 
of the confessions of faith, in certain 
specified parts of it, and concerning 
certain specified 
subjects, 
by the 


metnod of textual modification or by 
declaratory statement, 
or 
of addi- 


tional statements, undoubtedly with 
the view to their subsequent adop- 
tion by the Presbyteries rmd by the 
general assembly. 


Additional statements are recom- 


mended concerning the love of Gcd 
for all Men, 
Missions 
and 
Holy 


Spirit, in the form of new chapters 
to be addsd to the confession. 
Also 


certain 
textual modifications. 
The 


committee proposes the following: 


Overture Wo. 3.—Shall the fol- 


lowing deilsratory 
statement be 


adopted as to chapter X, section 3, 
of the confession of faitii? 


Second—With reference to chap- 


ter 2, section 3, of the confession 
of faith, that it 
is not to be re- 


garded as teaching that any who 
die in infancy are 'lest. 
We be- 


lieve that all dying in infancy are 
included in the election of grace, 
find are regenerated and saved by 
Christ, through, the spirit, who 
works when and where and how He 
pleases.

PISH WORTH MORE THAN GOLD.
